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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant notes in the arguments that the 
application has been amended. However, the paper of 12 Feb 08 contains no amendments. 

Applicant argues that the combination of Goode and Webb is improper, since the medical field of ears is nonanalogous to the medical 
treatment of eyes. The Examiner agrees that the fields are diverse, but the Examiner relies on Goode only to teach the desireability of 
retaining legs on a medical implant in order to retain the implant in the desired location. Since the implants disclosed by Webb, Goode, and 
Applicant all comprise anchoring means, one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to consult the prior art's teaching with regard to 
anchoring legs for medical implants to arrive at the invention claimed by Applicant. 

Applicant further argues that the combination of Goode and Webb would result in a second anchoring leg extending towards the top collar. 
To the contrary, the Examiner notes that adding the two legs disclosed by Goode to the bottom section of the Webb devicein place of foot 
532 (see Webb FIG 7) would result in two legs that are biased against one another (see FIG 1 of Webb) extend from the main body of the 
device away from the top collar. 

Accordingly, the arguments presented by Applicant do not patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. 
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
